would be 750,000. The Relief Act 
of 1930 provided 7,320,000 man 
days‘ work. This was divided 
among 332,000 people giving each 
only about 23 days work, It could 
have given work only to 25,000 
people for a full year. 

The cost for this relief was $70, 
670,000 of which the Government 
put up about $15,000,000. The 1931 
act practically repeats the story, 
except that because of increasing 
{Inability of municipalities and pro 
vinces to bear the burden the Goy 
ernment is billed for more than 
$30,000,000, 

Thus in the 18 months that the 
Bennett Government has been in 
power $150,000,000 has been spent 
on unemployment relief, $50,000,- 
000 by the Dominion as compared 
with less than $2,000,000 by the 
Dominion in the’ previous nine 
years.

Thus if a man has ap income of 
$50,000 a year, he can escape 
heavy provincial taxation by keep- 
‘ing all but, say, $6000 of it in an 
American or eastern Canadian 
bank, Issuing checks against it 
from here. While there ia no pro- 
vincial power to tax the remain- 
ing $45,000, the Government can 
tax the $5000 brought here at such 
a high rate that the owner might 
just as well bring the whole 
amount to this Province..

Factors in support of a larger 
figure than this were outlined by 
Dr MacGibbon ,among which were

After Alberta and Saskatchewan 
reach the point of maximum pro 
duction there will be a consider 
able decline just as there has been 
in Manitoba, Ontario, Minnesota 
and elsewhere. Dr MacGibbon con 
cluded. Where the volume of pro 
duction will be stabilized in that 
event would depend upon at least 
two factors, the very large areas 
in each province which were bet 
ter suited to the production of 
wheat than any other product and 
the very high quality of the wheat 
which is produced in these areas,
